Amsec 
provided the idea details to me through specifications and direct discussions. If Amsec 
indicates that some of these discussions unpacted and helped shape up their invention, 
then I may be considered as a co-inventor on their patent application. 

To the best of my knowledge, the other people listed as inventors were not involved when 
this idea originally was defined and implemented and as such they cannot be considered 
"inventors" or "co-inventors".
